We confirm that our clients have already raised certain formal objections (which may be 
amplified at a later stage) with the IEC and that our clients have further taken note that 
the IEC is willing to conduct an audit on its own, by virtue of the veracity of these 
complaints received. 

The complaints relate to various irregularities that occurred during the 2019 General 
Elections (the Elections ) which, according to our instructions, casts serious doubts as 
to the credibility of the whole election process and the outcome thereof. 


For your ease of reference, we attach .hereto a letter that was addressed to you by 
some of the representatives of our respective clients. We record that they have raised 
various issues that are not only only materia! to the outcome of the elections but by the 
very nature thereof, cast serious doubts over the credibility and the freeness and 
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very nature thereof, cast serious doubts over the credibility and the freeness and 
fairness of the 2019 General Elections. The complaints raised are, inter alia, the 
following: 


4.1 There are various instances of people who voted multiple times. The full extent of 
this will never be known no matter how much sampling is done. 

4.2 The people accused of this and incarcerated for it are more than likely victims of 
political bullying and abuse, 

4.3 Voting stations opened late and one not at all. 

4.4 Many voting stations ran out of ballot papers and people were asked to come back 
later, go to another voting station or given one ballot paper and told to come back 
for the other later. 

4.5 Many indelible ink pens did hot work and could be rubbed off very easily, 

4.6 Many VD’s did not have scanners or scanners did not work. By virtue of this 
dysfunctionality, the IEC was, amongst Other things, in no position to determine: 


4.6.1 whether a voter who represented him/herself at the Voting station was a 
registered voter; 

4.6.2 whether such Voter has already casted their vote on the same day at a 
different voting station;, or 

4.6.3 whether such person is ordinarily registered In a different province than 
the province where the vote was in fact casted which is not allowed. 

4.7 Many ballot papers were not stamped at the back. 
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4.8 People were given different configurations of ballot papers - sometifnes 2 
National or 2 Provincial and in the North West there are even reports of people 
being given 3 ballot papers. 

4.9 Presiding officers have assisted people to vote without any third-party present. 

4.10 Unmarked ballot papers were accepted by a presiding officer against the rules of 
the NPL.C. 

4.11 VEC4 forms were not available In most provinces which meant that people could 
only vote Nationally. 

4.12 Some Special Votes used a system that utilised 2 envelopes, others 3 and some 

4 , 

4.13 The number of spoiled votes is far higher than before. 

5. We are Instructed that these issues were also formally raised with the I EC via 

thousands of formal complaints from across the length and breath of. the Republic of 

South Africa. 

6. In addition to the complaints referred to above, we also hold instructions to raise, inter 

alia, the following additional objections:; 

6.1 The altering of the certified voters’ roll between the date of certification and the 
date upon which the elections took place, being 8 May 2019 with the objective of 
allowing unregistered voters to vote. 

6.2 A failure to separate the ballots of the voters referred to in paragraph 4.6 above 
from the ballots that were placed in the ballot box before the registration status of 
the relevant voters who only completed an appendix 4 affidavits could be verified 
thus enabling such persons to vote illegally without the ability to retrieve the 
ballots. 
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7 . By Virtue of the fact that the various issues were raised with the I EC during the 
elections, the IEC, after receiving the various complaints and after the voting stations 
were closed accepted the veracity of these widespread complaints and as a result 
decided to communicate via the media that it will be conducting its own “quick audit". 

8. Although our clients accept the need for an audit under the circumstances, they are of 
the view that the nature of the issues raised cannot only be attributable to isolated 
incidents involving individuals employed by the IEC, but are issues that can be directly 
linked to a failure of systems that were both foreseeable and preventable had the IEC 
taken its Constitutional duty to ensure free and fair elections seriously. 

9 . These failures amount to a conflict of interest that, in our clients’ view, disqualifies the 
IEC to conduct an audit of its own failures, This must be considered against the 
background that the IEC has had more than ample opportunity to properly prepare for 
the 2019 General Elections. 

10. In the light of the above, we confirm that our clients are not satisfied with the fact that 
the IEC is indeed the party conducting an audit in this matter. 

11. Our clients accordingly are of the view that the IEC is compromised insofar as the 
objectivity of any audit processes concerned and therefore hereby demand that the IEC, 
by IlhOO on 11 May 2019, appoints an independent audit firm to conduct the audit it 
needs to do. 

12. Should the IEC not agree to an independent audit, we hold instructions to approach the 
Electoral Court for, amongst other things, an order to compel the IEC to appoint an 
Independent audit firm to conduct an audit of the 2019 general elections and to refrain 
declaring the outcome of the election. •

14. Voters waited for a long time even when queues were short because party agents were not 
trained properly. 







15. The media has favoured the larger parties and essentially ignored the smaller parties thus 
preventing voters from learning what their options are. 

16. Many of the smaller parties have never seen or heard their advertisements flighted and 
cannot obtain any form of flighting schedule. 

17. Many of the presiding officers are teachers and employed by government and the same 
people are used every time which creates bias and often carelessness in following procedure. 

18. When reporting issues to the IEC using the computers they respond far less quickly than to 
the bigger parties. 


19. The training, received by party agents and new parties is not adequate. 

20. There is a definite bias in the mainstream media towards the large parties and often smaller 
parties grievances or comments on issues are ignored. 

21. Voter education is not adequate and happens in a privileged environment, Education at grass 
roots level is virtually non-existent.. 

22. The Western Cape IEC workers decided that they wanted to stop working before the votes 
had all been counted. 

Essentially the entire process and procedure of voting has been flawed and far too many South 
Africans have hot had the opportunity to exercise their right to vote. The issues above, coupled with 
the fact that the smaller parties constituencies and memberships are not accurately reflected in the 
voting results thus far, indicate that the entire voting process is flawed and possibly captured by the 
ruling party.
